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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners: 


It is with a great deal of pleasure that we submit our tenth 
annual report. 


1967 has been a year of continuing service at the institution; 
operational changes of previous years have been improved and 
perfected. The nursing hospital is still operating at maximum ca- 
pacity with the waiting list remaining lengthy. . 


The new laundy equipment purchased in 1967 has been installed. 
The washer extractor has made a big improvement in laundry ser- 
vice and has decreased our labor requirement for that department. 


A new ice making machine was purchased and installed in the 
serving kitchen plenty of ice is now available for the preparation 
of cold drinks for the residents of the nursing hospital. 


We were disappointed that the nursing hospital could not 
qualify for service in the Medicare Program. Due to physical 
insufficiencies in the building, approval was denied. 


Plans for a new building are being formalized and we are 
hoping that 1968 will see the beginning of construction. 


At the present time we are in the process of installing a new 
accounting system which should enable us to determine the cost 
of various operations and will be helpful in future budgetary planning. 


The House of Correction and Jail population continues to remain 
high. Due to changes in state law, prisoners may be released for 
work in the community. This will result in their contributing to 
the support of their families thus relieving society of the financial 
burden. 


The farm program continues to prosper and contributes sub- 
stantially to the institution in produce and revenue. Changes are 
needed in our dairy operation to improve efficiency and cut labor 
costs. Once again I would suggest the installation of a milking 
parlor and the construction of a bunker silo as a means of reducing 
costs. 


During the past year the last grade milk cow was sold and 
our objective of having a complete registered Holstein Herd has 
been realized. 
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We want to express our thanks to our County Commissioners 
for their cooperation and assistance; our County Attorney, for his 
counsel and our Sheriff and his deputies for their support. 


Our thanks are extended to Dr. Stearns, Chief of Staff, and 
his medical assistants, and Mrs. Waldo, our Director of Nursing 
Services and her efficient staff. 


Our County Home Auxiliary has continued with the friendly 
visiting and is continuing the project of making birthday cakes for 
the residents of the hospital. The latter makes it possible to 
celebrate each resident’s birthday. 


We also want to extend our thanks and appreciation to Rev. 
Romeo Valliere, our Catholic Chaplain, Mr. Barrus, our Protestant 
Chaplain, and members of the clergy of various faiths for their 
spiritual guidance. 


It would be impossible to mention by name the various clubs, 
organizations, and groups who have contributed so much for the 
comfort and welfare of the residents of the nursing hospital. 


In closing we want to thank all our employees for their 
cooperation and support which make it possible to successfully 
operate the County Home and Nursing Hospital.

During the past year, we have enjoyed the services of our 
consulting staff, Dr. Robert Maxfield, Dr. Alberto Miyara, Dr. Robert 
Shoemaker, Dr. Hanford Auten, and Dr. Howard Sprague, D. M. D. 


The quality of nursing care has been excellent. Each patient, 
male or female receives tender loving care, not only from _ the 
Nursing Staff, but also from our Occupational and Recreational 
therapists, Mrs. Charlotte Hawkins and Mrs. Blanche Stoughton. 


During 1967, we have had 33 admissions and 33 discharges. 


Hardly a day goes by without my learning of an elderly person 
who is looking for a place to spend his final years and I am sure 
each of the Doctors has had the same experience. I hope that the 
plans will be pushed forward and a new building erected soon so 
that we can care for these unfortunate people. Let’s have a little 
action.

MENTAL HEALTH ASSOCIATION 


The Sullivan County Mental Health Clinic, with the assistance 
of County funds, opened on January 17, 1967, with a staff of one 
part-time social worker (38 days a week) and a full-time secretary. 
On September 1, 1987 a full-time psychologist was added to the 
staff, who is also the Executive Director of the Clinic. A psychiatrist 
on the staff of the Mary Hitchcock Hospital in Hanover provides 
psychiatric consultation on an average of 2 to 3 hours a week. 


By December 1, 1967 a total of 139 patients had been seen at 
the clinic. These patients came from 12 of the 15 towns served 
by the clinic. Thirty per cent of the patients were referred by 
local physicians, twenty per cent were self-referred,, twelve per 
cent were referred by the schools, and ten per cent by the courts. 


Approximately 57 patients are being seen on a continuing basis 
for weekly treatment or for less frequent consultation. Of these, 
24 are child guidance cases, in which parents as well as the children 
are seen on a regular basis. The 33 continuing adult cases have 
presented a number of far more serious disturbances than are 
usually seen in outpatient community clinics. Eleven of these 
patients have had one, and in most cases, several commitments to 
mental hospitals; four have made suicidal attempts two are sexual 
offenders against children, and one is an ex-convict referred by his 
parole officer. 


Up to now the clinic has been able to see new referrals within 
a week of initial request for service. However, the demads on 
staff time have reached a point where this is no longer possible, 
particularly in the case of child guidance cases, which require 
multiple family appointments, as well as conferences with school 
Officials, the family doctor and sometimes with other social agencies. 
At present, there are 13 pending child guidance cases for whom 
appointments or diagnostic testing or the initiation of treatment 
have been delayed for several weeks. 


To meet the growing demand for service the clinic has started 
active recruitment for another full-time clinical psychologist. In 
addition the Board of Trustees of the Claremont General Hospital 
has approved the building of additional office space for the clinic, 
adjacent to the offices which the clinic now occupies in the base- 
ment of the hospital. 
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Until these new additions of staff and space are completed, 
it is proable that the clinic will have to establish a waiting list for 
new referrals and will have to limit the consultation services which 
are being requested by other social and educational agencies. _
